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Remarks 

This Amendment is responsive to the Office Action mailed on October 7, 2005. Entry of 
this Amendment and reconsideration of the instant application in view of the above 
amendments and following remarks are respectfully requested. 

Claims 1-10 are pending. Claims 1-10 are rejected. 

Claims 1 and 6 have been amended to more distinctly claim the invention. 
Support for these amendments is found in original claims 3 and 8. Claims 3 and 8 have 
been canceled, as they have been incorporated in claims 1 and 6, respectively. No new 
matter has been added. 
Rejection 

Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Bardman et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,710,161). Applicants submit that Bardman et al. 
neither teach nor disclose the claimed invention because Bardman et al. do not teach 
covalently bonding polymer particles to an inorganic particle. 

Bardman et al. teach composite particles with polymer particles "adsorbed to the 
surface of each pigment particle." See, Bardman et al., col. 13, lines 16-18. However, 
Bardman et al. do not disclose composite particles having polymer particles covalently 
bonded (both adsorbed and reacted) to an inorganic particle, as claimed in the 
Application. As such, Applicants respectfully request reconsideration and withdrawal of 
this rejection.
